The preakness stays at home: To Mary¬ 
landers, the month of May means Pimlico and 
the Preakness. This years renewal of the classic 
was particularly significant and was awaited with 
keen interest because it marked the first appear¬ 
ance of a favorite son on a local track; and it was 
to be his day of atonement. Also, the Old Hill¬ 
top course was staging its first Preakness under 
new management and everyone was anxious to 
see how things would be run under the brand 
new regime. 

As it turned out the new crew put on a whale 
of a show, Maryland-owned colts ran first and 
fourth in our finest race, and new wagering rec¬ 
ords were set as 30,756 fans witnessed the classic 
despite live telecasting of the festivities. 

Following Dark Star’s astonishing Derby vic¬ 
tory, loyal Maryland fans, who looked upon the 
result of the race as some sort of an accident, set 
up the cry "Wait till the Preakness.” Their 
chant, vaguely reminiscent of that heard every 
October in the borough of Brooklyn, gained in 
volume as the big day approached. 

Refusing to believe that Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Native Dancer was not a creature of perfection, 
the partisan crowd on May 23 backed the colt 
down to 2 to 5 to win and the minimum payoffs 
to place and show. The lopsided wagering caused 
a minus pool of $46,012, a trifling matter. 

Native Dancer won the hard way. Asking no 
quarter nor giving none, he put away the early 
speed and withstood Jamie K.’s late and deter¬ 
mined challenge. But it took every ounce of his 
heart, speed and stamina to do it. The Dancer’s 
winning margin was only a neck, not the open 
daylight that had been expected, but still suffi¬ 
cient to insure victory. Finishing fourth was 
Bruce S. Campbell’s Ram o’ War, which ran a 
gCKxl race both here and in finishing third to 
Royal Bay Gem and Dark Star in the Preakness 
Brep. 

Jamie K., which gave the big gray several anx¬ 
ious moments during the stretch run, has yet to 
win a stakes race. He scored in the Remsen 
last year but was disqualified for interference. 
Social Outcast, from the Vanderbilt barn, was 
moved up into the winning slot. Thus Jamie K., 
which, when so inclined, will chase birds, rabbits 
and gray horses, went into the Preakness with 
a score to settle and came within a neck of doing 
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it. He was ridden by Eddie Arcaro, who also 
had his reasons for wanting to win. 

The Dancer’s was Maryland’s first Preakness 
victory since 1939 when Challedon held sway. 
The $696,634 bet on the Preakness was the larg¬ 
est ever handled at Pimlico in a single event. 
The day’s total of $2,279,634 was also a new 
mark. 

Only time will tell whether Dark Star’s name 
will go down in history alongside the equally 
infamous Upset, Artful and Tradition. It was 
the former which was responsible for Man o’ 
War’s lone defeat. The latter pair marred the 
great Sysonby’s otherwise perfect escutcheon in 
the Futurity. 

The $65,200 Native Dancer received for his 
Preakness brought his earnings to $440,245, 
placing him twelfth on the list of all-time lead¬ 
ing money-winning horses. It also shoved the 
Vanderbilt Stable within reaching distance of 
of Calumet Farm in the quest for the lead¬ 
ing money-winning owner’s crown. The Bel¬ 
mont is next. Play it cool, boys. 

Future improvements: The records posted 
by Pimlico on Preakness day were a source of 
extreme satisfaction to the track’s new owners. 
That they are trying very hard to bring Old Hill¬ 
top back to its former glory is quite evident. The 
enlarged betting facilities and new dining ter¬ 
race in the Member’s Club met with widespread 
approval. Future improvements hinge on the 
acquisition of a 25-acre tract east of Old Pimlico 
Road. The prospects of the property being re¬ 
zoned for commercial use appear nK)re favorable 
at this point than in any time in the past. Plans 
for the development of the tract into a new 
stabling area have been submitted to the City 
Council. Early action is anticipated. The area is 
to be so landscaped that the stables will be vir¬ 
tually hidden from the view of the neighbors 
and in no way detract from the residential area 
in juxtaposition to the site. If the re-zoning is 
approved Old Pimlico Road will be closed at its 
present location and rebuilt at a point behind 
the new tract. Enlarged parking and grandstand 
facilities will then be possible. 

The VICTORS: The Dixie Handicap attracted 
the cream of the older horses.

toted 120 pounds and scored easily by one and 
three-quarters lengths. He completely outclassed 
the capable Cold Command, Crafty Admiral and 
Alerted, last year’s winner—^so much so, in fact, 
that Jack Westrope was pulling up the foreigner 
at the finish. The Dixie was Royal Vale’s fourth 
straight stakes win, having previously accounted 
for the Miami Beach at Hialeah, setting a new 
American record on the turf course, the Bowie 
and Gallant Fox Handicaps. Royal Vale was 
purchased at the E>oncaster sales in England 
by Trainer Jim Ryan for the account of Mrs. 
Weir at a cost of $12,000. He formerly raced 
in claiming company, and not proving too suc¬ 
cessful had a go at it over the infield jumps. 
Royal Vale was Ryan’s second Dixie winner. He 
saddled County Delight in 1951. 

Mrs. Jan Burke’s Squared Away, which won 
the Paumonok on opening day at Jamaica, ran 
the fastest five and a half furlongs (1:04 4/5) 
ever recorded at Pimlico in romping home by 
eight lengths in the Baltimore Spring Handicap. 
He was disqualified, however, for crowding his 
field, and the purse was relegated to Alan T. 
Clarke’s Senator Joe, holder of the old track 
standard which Squared Away eclipsed by one 
and one-fifth seconds. Squared Away’s dis¬ 
qualification brought to mind that of Three 
Rings when he "won” the Butler Handicap in 
1950, setting a new track record. He was dis¬ 
qualified for bearing out and the stewards 
awarded the race to Loser Weeper, now a rising 
young Maryland sire. Three Rings’ record was 
not allowed by the Jamaica stewards but Squared 
Away’s speed mark has been recorded for pos¬ 
terity. In a graceful gesture the Pimlico manage¬ 
ment made up a trophy suitably inscribed and 
presented it to Mrs. Burke. 
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Harry Isaacs’ Isasmoothie failed to race to 
Derby standards but the performance of the 
same owner’s I Appeal and Is Proud on Derby 
Day must have tempered any feelings of remorse 
over the lack of a Churchill starter. I Appeal, a 
chestnut colt by Sir Pennant and the Chance 
Shot mare. Poesy, remained undefeated in three 
starts in winning the Bowie Kindergarten. He 
holds the course record for four and a half fur¬ 
longs at the Prince Georges County track and 
is the first stakes winner for his sire. I Appeal 
was bred by Brookfield Farms. 

Is Proud won the $20,000-added Betsy Ross 
Stakes for fillies and mares at Garden State the 
same day that I Appeal scored at Bowie. The 
three-year-old daughter of Fairy Manhurst or 
Hampden won the Matron and wiis second in the 
Astoria and a division of the Marguerite last 
year. Tlie Betsy Ross was Is Proud’s third start 
and first stakes win this season. 

Intent is back in action after being severely 
frightened in the recent fire at Jamaica. A few 
weeks’ freshening at the farm st(x>d the colt in 
good stead and he came out running in the 
Metropolitan Handicap won by the topweighted 
Tom Fool. No one seriously considered Intent 
at the mile of the Metropolitan but he got up 
to be third and looks as though he’ll have a say 
in the longer Suburban. 

Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio’s speedy Tuscany 
scored a nose victory over Hyphasis, the 1951 
winner, in Belmont’s Toboggan Handicap. Dark 
Peter, victor last year, was third. This Widener 
Course attraction is probably the best exhibition 
of pure unadulterated speed in existence. Tus¬ 
cany hits been unplaced but once—in the recent 
Camden Handicap at Garden State which was 
won by Alfred Vanderbilt’s Indian Land.

Local talent: A few years ago Mrs. Bar¬ 
bara M. Kees was a familiar show ring rider 
while campaigning her own chestnut mare, Fire- 
trap and the veteran Chester for Mr. L. H. 
Burton. Mrs. Kees has since forsaken the quest 
for blue ribbons and is now a licensed trainer. 
She saddled her first winner, the two-year-old 
Waited, at Pimlico. A few days later she came 
back with the longshot Tenement at $88.60. The 
latter filly is a product of the mating of the show 
mare, Firetrap, with Barred Umber. 

Charlie Lewis, no stranger to the show ring or 
hunt circles, is also getting his share. Lacking 
stall space at Pimlico and a training track at his 
Monkton farm he conditions his horses by gallop¬ 
ing them across My Lady’s Manor. Mondaval 
has been the mainstay of the barn this spring 
but he isn’t carrying all the weight. Don Jr. 
($88.60) and Maillot Jaune ($43.20) pitched 
in when they clicked the same day. 

Turning for home: Governor McKeldin 
signed into law the bill allowing pari-mutuel 
Wagering for the two-day Fair FI ill meeting in 
September . . . Mrs. Sam M. Pistorio bought the 
good mare Brazen Brat in a move to strengthen 
her broodmare ranks . . . Matt Cremen turned 
down several tempting offers of the good Discov¬ 
ery mare. Be Gracious ... Percentage of winning 
favorites at the Bowie-Laurel meeting was a 
high 39 . .. Intent will stand in Kentucky when 


his racing days are over. Mrs. Edward S. Moore, 
owner of Circle M. Farm and War Relic, sire 
of Intent, recently purchased a half interest in 
the famed router from Flarry S. Isaacs . . . The 
state’s coffers were enriched by $1,460,348 
thanks to Bowie’s most successful meeting in its 
40-year history. 


World's Richest Race 

Saturday, October 31, has been set as the date 
for the initial running of The Garden State, 
richest horse race in the world, it was announced 
by Walter H. Donovan, executive vice- presi¬ 
dent of the Garden State Racing Association. 

"The Garden State" is the first $100,000-added 
race ever scheduled for two-year-old Thorough¬ 
breds, and the initial payment of $35 last De¬ 
cember for nominees and the $100 paid by own¬ 
ers to keep 539 eligible on March 16 already 
has built up the pot to more than $184,000. 

With another $250 fee due on July 15, $500 
to pass the entry box and an additional $1,000 
to start, Donovan anticipates that the first run¬ 
ning of this mile and one sixteenth test for 
two-year-olds will gross a minimum of $225,000. 
The race will mark the first $100,000-added 
feature in the history of New Jersey Thorough¬ 
bred racing and will be the feature attraction 
at the fall meeting at Garden State Park.

Preston M. Burch, one of the nation’s most 
widely-known trainers, who judged the show 
for the third time, labeled the winning filly 
"nearly perfect—as close to perfection as you’ll 
find a race horse." She is by Discovery, out of 
Now and Again, by * Bahrain, and her owner’s 
term for her was "a corking filly.” Sagamore 
Farm’s manager, Ralph Kercheval, agreed that 
she is regarded as extra-special in her home barn. 

The filly’s dam also produced the winner Bye 
and Bye, now a three-year-old, and has a two- 
year-old Open and Shut, which had started only 
once up to the time of the show. 

Reserve champion to the Vanderbilt entry 
was Douglas R. Small’s well-grown chestnut 
colt by *Orestes III out of Barbara R., winner 
of the class for colts bred elsewhere and foaled 
in Maryland. 

Cleveland Skinker, who stands the stallion 
Manador at his Brookville farm, brought out 
a home-bred chestnut by that sire out of the 
winning mare Carib Song to take the class for 
colts bred and foaled in Maryland. The victory 
was particularly sweet for Mr. Skinker, as his 
other entry—a sentimental favorite on the 
farm because its dam was the stakes-winning

RALEIGH BURROUGHS 


The one I bought at the sales last fall 
Is a mighty clever colt; 

He runs with an easy swinging stride 
And breaks like a lightning bolt. 

His coat is sleek and his legs are cleoft — 
Not a pimple, bump or crook. 

His head is the head of a Thoroughbred, 
And his eye has the eagle look. 

He looks so good when he gallops out 
That the bettors risk their tin. 

He^s everything that a horse should be; 
But I wish to hell hed win. 


There used to be a jockey around the tracks 
that operated under a code devised by himself. 
He never did anything wrong, according to his 
conscience. This doesn't mean that he followed, 
to the letter, all the rules of racing. It might 
better be said that he took no cognizance of the 
rules of racing. There is a school of thought 
among his old associates which holds that he 
was unaware that rules existed. This attitude 
which, incidentally, earned him the name, 
Goofie, gave him a big advantage over the other 
riders, who were, roughly speaking, adhering to 
Hoyle. 

Goofie, despite the implication of his handle, 
was smart enough to realize that jockeys who 
win races are better off than those who don’t, 
and, with commendable singleness of purpose, 
consecrated his life to winning races with horses 
that shouldn’t. 

His real successes dated from his discovery of 
electricity. I say “discovery” because Goofie was 
the kind of gent who had to find out things for 
himself. Whereas the secret of this magic energy 
was revealed to Ben Franklin though a coil of 
wire attached to a kite, G(K)fie discovered it 
through a coil of wire attached to a liorse.

the judges’ stand was on him and he’d better 
^ot make a false move. 

Sadly he headed back to weigh in and to face 
fhe frisking that he knew would follow, but his 
^‘lin was working and his eyes were open to 
opportunities.

The 1954 Selima Stakes, a mile-and-a- 
sixteenth fixture for two-year-old fillies which 
shares the spotlight at the Laurel Race Course 
each fall with the Washington, D. C. Interna¬ 
tional, will carry a purse of $30,000 added, an 
increase of $5,000 over the prize to be offered 
this coming autumn. 

Entries for the 1954 event closed at midnight. 
Friday, May 15, with a record 648 nominees. 
The initial payment was $10.00 for the new 
yearling fillies. 

To remain eligible, a $40 payment must be 
made on January 15, 1954, and a final $50 ante 
on June 15, 1954. Additional conditions for the 
race call for $250 to pass the entry box and 
$250 to start. To all these fees, Laurel will add 
$30,000, of which $6,000 goes to the second 
horse, $3,750 to the third horse, and $2,250 to 
the fourth horse. 

There is also a nominators award with the 
owner entering the winner receiving $2,000; 
the second horse, $1,000; and the third, $500. 

Last year, Brookmeade Stables Tritium, the 
winner, took down $42,330 out of a gross purse 
of $55,180. 

The 1953 Selima, which has a final payment 
due on June 15, at present has 327 juvenile 
misses eligible for this famed race. This sur¬ 
passes last season s high of 314, a strong indica¬ 
tion as to the reason for its being one of the 
richest races of its kind in the country. 

$5,000,000 By T.R.A. for 234 Races 

A Thoroughbred Racing Associations Stakes 
Bulletin, shows a schedule of 234 feature races, 
to which tracks have added a total of $5,056,000, 
to be run for between April 1 and September 12. 

These stakes, ranging in added value from 
$2,000 to $100,000, will be run for at 24 race¬ 
tracks in various parts of the country. 

There was a time, well within the memories 
of some of our racing people, when the total 
purse distribution for the country, stakes and 
daily purses, didn’t amount to much more than 
the value which these 24 tracks are adding to 
their stakes programs in this slightly over five- 
month period. And it is more than was dis¬ 
tributed by all tracks, for all racing, during any 
of the years 1908 through 1919. Twenty years 
ago, in 1933, the distribution for 1,746 racing 
days and 12,680 races was only $8,516,325, and 
that included racing in Canada, Mexico and 
Cuba. 

Total purse distribution for 3,515 days and 
29,051 races during 1952 came to a record 
$63,950,236.

Last year the novice timber race at the 
annual Radnor Hunt Spring Race Meeting was 
called The Sugartown Plate. When the meeting 
was held this year on May 9 at Malvern, Pa., the 
event was captioned The Thomas Stokes Memo¬ 
rial Challenge Cup for the late Mr. Stokes, who 
died last summer. His own colors had been 
carried to victory in this race when Gay Fellow, 
making his initial outing at a recognized meet- 
ing, won. Mr. Stokes had two legs on the Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup (retired on May 2 by C. M. 
Greer) and later bought *Tolbiac with hopes 
of retiring the Gold Cup and his entry finished 
rhird last year. 

There was only one scratch in the novice tim¬ 
ber race and this left nine horses to face Starter 
Harold Plumb. Mrs. John Strawbridge, Jr.’s 
Grandeville and Mrs. Morgan Wing, Jr.’s Paul- 
fred were away early and upon landing over 
the first jump.

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Mrs. Heighe Dies 

Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, Maryland’s foremost 
horsewoman for the last 23 years, died unexpect¬ 
edly on the evening of May 27 at her Harford 
county home, Prospect Hill Farm. 

Mrs. Heighe had been in poor health for 
about two years, but, as late as the day of her 
death, spent a full day at Pimlico race track. A 
heart attack caused her death about 9:30 P.M. 

Since she began racing in 1930 the green-and- 
white Heighe racing silks have become familiar 
throughout the East Coast. Her horses ran and 
won in New York, New Jersey, Rhode Island, 
Delaware, Florida, Ohio and Canada. 

But it was in Maryland that Mrs. Heighe was 
best known. She specialized in racing only th? 
horses she bred and raised herself at Prospect 
Hill, never allowing her racing stable to become 
a commercial one. 

Nearly all her horses traced to French and 
English blood lines, notably through two stal¬ 
lions she imported, * Durbar II and *Aethelstan. 
* Durbar won the English E>erby in 1915. 

Other Heighe horses familiar to Maryland 
racegoers were Adroit, which won the Black 
Helen Handicap at Hialeah, Pony Ballet, Re¬ 
hearsal, Zayin and Brown Twig. Many of them 


also won breeders’ prizes at horse shows at Pimli¬ 
co and Timonium. 

Mrs. Heighe was vice-president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association and the only 
woman member ever on its board of directors. 
She was also an active member of the Horse¬ 
men’s Benevolent and Protective Association. 

Born in Baltimore, Mrs. Heighe was the for¬ 
mer Anne McElderry, the daughter of Thomas 
McElderry and Elizabeth Bradford, and grand¬ 
daughter of Augustus W. Bradford, Maryland’s 
Civil War Governor. Mr. Heighe, also a Balti¬ 
morean, died several years ago. They had no 
children. 

Survivors are a sister, Mrs. Joseph S. Jacobs, 
of Ruxton, and a brother, Henry McElderry, of 
Baltimore. 

Funeral services were held at Prospect Hill, 
just outside Churchville. Burial was at Green- 
mount Cemetery, Baltimore.
